Kepuer on December 87tl], 1983: 

Death claimed the second victim 
of the accident in Bel I wood on De¬ 
cember 87th. When a Tyrone 
trolley oar and a sand trnok collid¬ 
ed, yesterday afternoon, January 
16lh, at 8.10 o’clock when Howard 
C. Kepuer of Bellwood, died at the 
Altoona Hospital. 

Kepuer, a shoemaker and a mute, 
was one of the most seriously injur¬ 
ed. He had fractures of the shold- 
er blade, left knee cap and right 
thigh. For a time he showed some 
improvement, but oomplioatiou 
developed and for several days prior 
to bis death bis oonditilon was re- 
gagded as critical. The oanse of 
death is given as lobar pneumonia 

Tbe other victim of the aooident 
waa Orlaudo M Beed, mutormati 
on the oar, who died soon after the 
orasli between the car aud the 
truck, whioh was operated by 
Harry 11. Longeueoker. 

Kepuer, who was 88 years of age, 
operated a shoe repair shop in Bell 
wood. He recently purolmsed a 
new home on Main Street, Bellwood, 
and was well thought of in tbe oum- 
muuity. 

Howard Cleveland Kepuer was 
burn in Mifflin, Augugst 11th, 1864, 
being the son of G. B. aod Anna 
Cross Kepuer. On July Isl, 1914, 
he was united in marriage with Miss 
Mertie Metcalf of Tyrone. The 
widow Rud the parents survioe. 
He was a member of Blazing Arrow 
Fire Company of Tyrone, the 
Bellwood Fire Company and the 
Tyrone lodge of tbe Loyal Order of 
Moose.

DEAF MUTE UAS RIGHT TO DRIVE 
AUTOMOBILE 

The fact that a deaf-mute ’ay 
drive a motor car if lie pleases was 
tirought out Thiirsdiiy wheu * 
Judge W. Meredith Yeatiimii, in 
Municipal coiiit, was compelled to 
revoke liis suspeesiou of the riglit 
of George Tliole, cliauffiier, to drive. 
Thole, a <leaf mute, is employed liy 
Abe Furst, of Glenwooil Avenue 
and Reading Road, and he was cited 
(o court several days ago on the 
charge of violating a tiafflc law 

When the esse came up, Judge 
Yealman suspended Ho-desf iiiiiie’s 
right to drive. On appeal for a 
new trial made by Tliole’s at- 
loiiie^, Murtray Seasongood, it was 
disoovereil Hiat Hie law gives any 
one wlio has attlined tlie age of 
sixteen or more yeais the right to 
drive, irrespective of infirmities. 

"Tliat is Hie sole pliyslcal re¬ 
quirement under the law,” said 
Judge Yeatinaii, as lie reversed liis 
I own deolsion. "It presents a situa¬ 
tion that is sliockiug. Every one 
above sixteen years of age may 
I drive; not only the deaf and dumb,

I and tlie idiot. Tlie court cannot 
, legislate Tliat duty is for Hie 
laigislainre and Hie City Council.”
